U.S. SAID TO CURB 
OVERSEAS BUYING 
IN SHOPS WITH REDS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP)— 
The United States is reported to 
have decided to tighten up its 
policy of avoiding orders for 
military equipment in foreign 
factories dominated by Com- 
munist workers. 

The decision is aimed mainly 
at checking the growth and in- 
fluence of Communist labor un- 
ions in Italy. 

Informed officials said yester- 
day stricter standards will be 
applied in the future in deter- 
mining whether foreign factories 
with Communist problems will 
be given procurement orders. 

In the past, foreign orders 
have been placed with Red- 
dominated factories but only 
after security assurances were 
obtained from the owners. The 
actual orders themselves were 
viewed as a means of helping 
non-Communist labor win their 
‘struggle against Red-dominated 
‘unions in the same plant.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 14—| 
A limited wire-tapping bill has} 
been approved by the State Sen- | | 
ate Committee on Criminal Law | 
Revision and will be introduced | 
in the 1955 session of the Legis- | 
lature w ith a recommendation | 
for passage, it was announced 
today. 

After a meeting of the com- 
mittee, Senator Albert M. Sprad- | 
ling Jr. of Cape Girardeau, the | 
chairman, said the bill would 
permit wire-tapping in criminal | 
investigations in this state, but | 
the practice would be limited to 
five types of crime. Missouri | 
has no law on the subject at | 
this time. 
| As drawn, the bill would pro- | 
hibit wire-tapping except in in- 
vestigations of treason, sabotage, | 
crimes endangering the national 
‘security, espionage and kidnap- 
ing for ransom. 

The bill excludes from the. 
law’s prohibition the time-hon- | 
ored rural practice of listening | 
in on party telephone lines. In 
other words, a person who ob-| 
tained information in this way | 
would not be guilty of violating 
the law. The bill applies to both | 
telephonic and telegraphic com- | 
munications, however. 

In order to tap a wire legally, 
‘an application would have to be | 
‘made by the State Attorney | 
General or a prosecuting attor- | 
ney, circuit attorney, sheriff or, 
lin the case of cities of more 
than 700,000 population, by the | 
i chief of police. 
| The application would have to! 
be submitted to a justice of the | 
Missouri Supreme Court or to a 
judge of one of the state’s three | 
courts of appeals. It would have 
to identify the particular line to 
be tapped, the persons whose 
lines were to be tapped, where 
possible, and the purpose of the 
tap. The court order would be | 
limited to six months. | 
| Penalty on conviction of vio- 
lating the proposed law would 
be five years in prison or not!

A Grand Jury's Report 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The final report of the recent St. 
Louis county grand jury took the 
municipality of Pine Lawn over the 
coals because that city had not had 
an audit of city funds for some six 
years. “Slipshod . . . careless prac- 
tices” was the way the grand jury 
described it. 

_ Yet, the same report mentions that 
six county government offices have 
not had any audit of any kind in 
from two to five years. Among these 
six departments are the County 

‘ Highway Department and the offices 
of the four constables. 

The total amount of unaudited 
funds in Pine Lawn over the six 
years could not have exceeded $2,- 
000,000 and very likely was much 
less. The total amount of unaudited 
funds in these six county offices, as- 
suming only two auditless years for 
all these offices, would be close to 
$6 .000,000. 

Somehow, though, the grand jury 
didn’t think it was slipshod or care- 
less practice where the county of- 
fiees were concerned, even though 
nearly three times as much money 
is. involved. Here is all the jurors 
had te say about the County Court- 
house situation: 

Because of the large amount 
of funds handled and expended 
by some of these (six) offices. we 
deem an annual audit of highest 
importance and we highly recom- 
mend that the County Council give 
this matter its most serious con- 
sideration. ... 

If it is leose practice not to audit 
$2.000,000 in Pine Lawn funds, why 
isn’t it even looser practice not to 
audit $6,000,000 in the County Court- 
house? In both instances it is tax- 
payers’ cash that is involved. 

Regarding Wellston, if the situa- 
tion is as bad as the grand jurors 
painted it, why didn’t they indict 
those officials responsible for allow- 
ing these conditions to exist? 

Apparently, the grand jury was 
simply wallowing in evidence, to 
read its lurid description of this 
nerth county Gomorrah. Was the 
grand jury remiss in its duty? Was 
it too lenient? Or was it that there 
was simply not enough evidence to 
indict?

Not-So-New Policy 


It is difficult to understand why Secretary 
Dulles treats as new the Administration's for- 
mal decision to base national security “primarily 
upon a great capacity to retaliate, instantly, by 
means and at places of our choosing.” 

This was the central point of Mr. Dulles’s 
“over-all view” of foreign and defense policies in 
his speech before the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions in New York. He spoke as if this concep- 
tion were a great new departure which permits 
the attainment of much more security at much 
lower cost. 

In fact, the United States has always had the 
option of deciding how and where to respond to 
any Soviet aggression. We could have responded 
to the invasion of Korea by attacking China or 
Russia with atomic bombs, had we so chosen. 
We could have responded to the blockade of 
Berlin by declaring war against Moscow, had 
we so chosen. And ever since the end of World 
War II, American defense policy has been based 
primarily upon the power to retaliate generally 
rather than upon power to meet every conceiv- 
able enemy thrust anywhere in the world. 

If the policy is not new, why do Mr. Dulles 
and the Administration consider it desirable to 
prociaim repeatedly their determination to meet 
any Red aggression with “any weapons any- 
where’? 

Partly, no doubt, the motive istodraw as sharp 
a line as possible between the Truman foreign 
policy and the Eisenhower foreign policy—per- 
haps, to draw a sharper distinction than is actu- 
ally warranted. Secondly, the Administration 
clearly hopes to discourage any new Communist 
aggression, in Korea or elsewhere, by warning 
that our reaction may not be confined to the 
area involved nor to conventional weapons. And 
finally the Administration is evidently concern- 
ed to reassure the American people that its re- 
duction in defense outlays has not impaired na- 
tional security. 

As a warning that any new aggression will 
be met with unpredictable consequences, this is 
a proper and understandable policy. At the 
same time, the Administration and the people 
cannot afford to forget that not all international 
emergencies must be met in only one way—by 
general and unlimited warfare. 

There have been cases in the past, and may 
be cases again, when it makes sense to hold in 
reserve the ultimate weapon of general war, and 


_to rely upon more limited means of attaining 


our objective, such as repelling a limited ag- 
gression. 

Korea was one such case. Indochina might be 
another. The United States should not feel itself 
committed in advance to a general war in event 
of any emergency anywhere. We should retain 
freedom of chcice in the circumstances that 
actuaily exist at the time. We should, in short, 
do exactly what we have done up till now—be 
prepared to resist aggression, but in ways that 
minimize the risk of general war if possible. 

It cannot be doubted that the Eisenhower 
Administration would in fact retain this free- 
dom of choice, and would resort to general war 
only in extreme circumstances which made that 
course unavoidable. Ef this is so, however, one 
must then ask whether its not-so-new policy can 
be carried out at bargain rates for military de- 
fense, after all. 
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Sherlock Holmes Turns 100 


The 100th anniversary of Sherlock Holmes, 
the utterly incomparable and completely in- 
eluctable sleuth who sprang from the lively pen 
of A. Conan Doyle, has just been celebrated by 
the British Broadcasting Corporation in Lon- 
don. High point of the birthday party was the 
broadcasting of a recording from a Swiss vil- 
lage near Reichenbach Falls where Holmes and 
his mortal enemy, the sinister Moriarty, locked 
in a desperate fight around the turn of the cen- 
tury. 

“You have foiled me so far,” warned the voice 
of Moriarty, “but you will not foil me again, 
Sherlock Holmes.” 

When news of this dastardly threat reaches 
the long, lean, sharp-faced detective, it is a 
good three bob and a tanner bet that he will 
rise to the challenge if his spindly legs still will 
hold him upright. Word is awaited from the 
Baker Street Irregulars, that curious interna- 
tional organization with many chapters and all 
devoted to studying the life of Holmes and his 
inseparable companion, the stubby, puffy Dr. 
Watson. Latest information from the Irregulars 
was that the gaunt old ferret of Baker street 
had retired to beekeeping on the Sussex Downs. 

Dash’ it all, chaps! At any moment Holmes may 
grab up his deerstalker cap, shake his medical 
companion awake and sound that deathless call 
to action: “Come, Watson, come! The game is 
afoot!” 
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War of the Covers 

The book-publishing industry is—as any col- 
lector of useful cliches would say—in “the 
throes of civil war,” or, maybe, “internecine 
strife.” Until the appearance of 25-cent paper- 
backs in drug stores, not so very many Ameri- 
cans would have been concerned about this. But 
the millions who have since proved that they 
can, too, read must be interested in knowing 
that their pretty-covered favorites started the 
trouble. 

And the trouble is that the paper-back publish- 
ers are no longer content to bring out only the 
books which the hard-back publishers have sent 
all the way around the course, including Holly- 
wood, Since these books sell in the hundreds in 
cloth and in the thousands in paper, the original 
copyright owners have been asking higher and 
higher prices for the reprint rights. 

So the paper-back people are asking writers 
to bring their stories to them in the first place. 
And they have not been soliciting only westerns, 
detectives and history with a female angle. They 
are going after high-brow writers, too, convinced 
that their readers are not yokels who can spell 
out only easy words and short sentences. 

The writers are lending an ear to this siren 
music. Why not? The big profits are in paper, 
but if they sell to a regular publisher first, they 
must split those profits with him, Why not get 
in on the ground floor? 

Obviously, this could be hard on established 
publishers, who deserve consideration for years 
of service to literature despite uncertain profits. 
Production costs have forced them to move the 
price even of novels closer and closer to $5. 
One of them has put a good story in the same 
entertainment category as theater tickets and 
whisky. But the sales of even the big book 
clubs continue to slip. 

Since the old-line publishers are not in the 
trade merely because of an irresistible love of 
beautiful words, they are beginning to cast 
about for saving expedients. And that brings 
back the old question of why every book, good, 


* pad or indifferent, should be brought out in 


expensive form. Europe has long published the 
best books in paper covers. American publish- 
ers once did so. The writer will be happier in 
paper at least so long as glutting the market 
with trash does not set off the law of diminish- 
ing returns. The publisher should be happy to 
have his business saved. 

And all of us ought to be happy to have the 
pleasure of reading saved from transformation 
into a luxury beyond our means. 
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Confusion Repeated 
For three days nobody in Washington seemed 
to know exactly who proposed a key point in 
President Eisenhower’s labor message, who was 
for it, or what it meant. A few answers have 
now been supplied. 


Taking one by one, it appears 
that ‘ef Commerce Weeks proposed 
that gove pervised union elections be 


held in all strikes. At least the usual well-in- 
formed but anonymous “high Administration 
source” says so, and it is a good guess. 

Certainly Secretary of Labor Mitchell, the 
Cabinet officer who nofmally deals with labor 
policy, did not sponsor this idea. He had prom- 
ised to soften, not toughen, the Taft-Hartley 
Act. And Chairman Smith of the Senate Labor 
Committee, who introduced a bill incorporating 
the proposal, only said that’ “they” sent the bill 
to him, apparently meaning the White House. 

As to what the proposal meant, the Secretary 
of Labor offered no enlightenment, nor did the 
President himself. The key question was whether 
the compulsory élections should be held before 
or after strikes began. Held before, the strike 
votes would impose a strike threat on collective 
bargaining; held afterward, the votes would dis- 
rupt labor's use of its traditional bargaining 
weapon. 

On Tuesday Mr. Mitchell said he did not know 
the answer; it was not his idea. On Wednesday, 
three days after giving the proposal to Con. 
gress, President Eisenhower told reporters he 
was leaving it to Congress. He said he had been 
trying to offer a principle, not provide details. 

Somebody on his own staff, however. had ap- 
parently supplied details to Senator Smith. For 
the question of votes before or after strikes was 
only cleared up when Senator Smith introduced 
the bill which “they” had sent him. This bill 
calls for a compulsory election after a strike 
begins. Now, who is in favor of that idea? 

Secretary Mitchell is not, though he feels 
obliged to support the bill. Senator Smith, 
meanwhile, has absolved himself of responsibili- 
ty. “They’’ gave him the bill; he merely intro- 
duced it. Thus while enthusiasm runs less than 
high, no doubt the support, as well as the spon- 
sorship, comes from the Commerce Department. 

If this is the way to write labor policy, ex- 
Secretary of Labor Martin P. Durkin must be 
happy he got out of the Cabinet while the get- 
ting was good. Since then the Administration 
has repeated its promise to revise the labor 
law, named a new Labor Secretary, and by- 
passed him. What makes the latest confusion a 
king-sized snafu is the repetition.

Where an Audit Is Overdue 

The County Council should act promptly and 
favorably on Supervisor Matthews’s request for 
sufficient funds to permit an annual audit of all 
county offices. The recent grand jury disclosed 
that at least six offices have not been audited 
for pertods ranging from two to five years. This 
is extremely poor public administration, and it 
would be interesting te know why this condition 
Was permitted to continue for so long. More im- 
portant, though. is an appropriation to permit 
the long-delayed audits to get under way. All 
that is needed is money to hire two additional 
auditors. 
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Only 60 Years to Pay 


Senator Capehart’s proposal for 60-year home 
mortgages seems mainly an attack on public 
housing. The Indianan has consistently opposed 
low-cost public housing for low-income families. 
Since ‘public housing is justified by the fact that 
many low-income families cannot afford to own 
their homes or pay prevailing rents, Senator 
Capehart appears determined to prove that the 
fact is wrong. These families can afford to own 
their own homes, says the Senator. 

And how does he propose to enable them to 
do it? By making ownership cost still more—in 
interest; by making it so risky that many would 
fall by the wayside; and by making the mortgage 
period so long that only neo-Methuselahs would 
live to see themselves home-owners. 

Senator Capehart is attacking the problem in 
the diametrically wrong way. The way to bring 
home ownership within the range of more peo- 
ple is to make it cheaper. One of the major 
ways in which it can be made cheaper is by 
reducing the cost of financing. The Senator 
could hardly have presented his views on public 
housing in a worse light than by offering this 
absurd alternative. ; 
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A Proper Restraint 

The School Board has established an emi- 
nently proper public policy in acting to prevent 
any of its members from soliciting business from 
school employes through the teachers’ credit 
union, We suspect most public school employes 
will view the board’s stand with real satisfaction. 

The need for some sort of restraint of this 
kind became apparent with the revelation that 
Charles J. Dyer, one of the board's members, 
used the facilities of the credit union to solicit 
business for the furniture firm in which he has 
an interest. 

Teachers and other employes are put in an 
extremely uncomfortable position when their 
custom is solicited by a board member who is 
in a position to advance or retard their careers. 
The fact that the board has moved to eliminate 
even the faintest suspicion of this sort of thing 
is recognition of its impropriety. 
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Moribund Committee 

Nobody knows whether it is a recession or a 
readjustment which the country is heading into, 
but this much is certain: 1954 will be a year 
when economic problems dominate much of 
the domestic scene. 

In these circumstances it is a singular anom- 
aly that the one congressional committee spe- 
cifically assigned to study broad economic prob- 
lems has become, under Chairman Wolcott of 
Michigan, virtually moribund, 

Representative Wolcott is chairman of the 
Joint Committee on the Economic Report. It 
met only twice in all 1953, and issued no re- 
port. Senator Flanders, the Republican vice 
chairman, and Senator Fulbright, a Democratic 
member, have both tried to persuade Mr. Wol- 
cott that the committee ought to get to work, 
but so far to no avail. 

How long is Mr. Wolcott going to permit this 
important committee to. slough its job?

When Wiretapping Was Beaten

Political scientist who was a member of Congress in 1941 
recalls fight on earlier bill, backed by Roosevelt and Jackson; 
many Republicans now in Congress then joined opposition; 
‘dirty business’ was voted down, and buried again in war years.

President Eisenhower and Attorney 
General Brownell are urging Congress 
to pass a wire-tapping law, to make evi- 
dence obtained by tapping telephone 
wire admissible in federal. courts. This 
is not the first time that an occupant of 
the White House and his chief legal 
officer have sought this change in the 
law. in a time of technical peace but 
international tension. The last such ef- 
fort was made by President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and Attorney General Rob- 
ert H. Jackson in 
1941. It failed — 
largely because of 
the votes of Repub- 
lican members of 
the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

The wire-tapping 
bill of 1941 did not 
begin as an admin- 
istrative measure. 
As originally intro- 
duced by the late 
Sam Hobbs, Demo- 
crat of Alabama, it 
was a wide-open 
bill. which, in ef- 
fect, would make 
ali wire-tapped evidence admissible. 
(Since 1934, it had been inadmissible, 
under Section 605 of the Federal Com- 
munications Act.)

A congressional opponent of Hobbs’s 
bill asked the President where he stood 
on the subject. After consulting Jack- 
son, President Roosevelt replied that 
although wire-tapping by government 
police was one of the worst methods of 
oppression that could be used against 
a free people, still its limited use might 
be justified. 


Rewritten to Conform 


“I do not believe it should be used to 
prevent domestic crimes,” he wrote, 
“with possibly one exception—kidnap- 
ing and extortion in the federal sense. 
There is, however, one field in which, 
given the conditions in the world to- 
day, wire-tapping is very much in the 
public interest. . I have no com- 
punction in saying that wire-tapping 
should be used against those persons 
_ who are traitors to their country, 
who today are engaged in espionage or 
sabotage against the United States.” 


Hobbs promptly rewrote his bill, mak: 
ing it conform with the President's 
suggestions or at least with his inter- 
pretation of them, 


The revised bill was reported favor- 
ably by the Judiciary Committee, with 
only two dissenting votes. Despite ve- 
hement objections voiced particularly 
by labor groups, especially the Railroad 
Brotherhoods, the Rules Committee gave 
it the green light. It came before the 
House, under a rule permitting two 
hours of debate, on June 30, 1941. 


An unexpected storm blew up al- 
most as soon as the debate began. 
Despite the virtual unanimity of the 
Judiciary Committee and the open back- 
ing of Roosevelt, Jackson, J. Edgar 
Hoover and Secretary of the Navy 
Knox, a surprising amount of Demo- 
cratic resistance quickly became appar- 
ent. Even more astonishing was the ex- 
tent of the Republican opposition. 


Called ‘Un-American’ 


One by one, the Republicans on the 
Judiciary Committee went to the ros- 
trum to explain that they had disliked 
the original bill but favored the re- 
vised draft, because it was limited to 
espionage, sabotage, kidnaping and ex- 
tortion. But there were Democrats, nor- 
mally strong supporters of Roosevelt, 
who replied that the limitations were 
more apparent than real. They argued 
that thousands of innocent people 
might have their private conversations 


secretly overheard by an FBI agent 
who, for instance, was following a false 
lead in a kidnaping case. 


A more important criticism of the 
limitations was made by a Republican, 
Sauthoff of Wisconsin. Said he: “Under 
the guise of espionage and sabotage 
anything can happen. Charges can be 
trumped up against labor leaders, pub- 
lic speakers, newspaper editors, preach- 
ers, the America First Committee and 
similar organizations that try to keep 
us out of war.” 


Allen of Illinois said that the bill was 
based on an “un-American principle.” 
Bender of Ohio argued on the basis of 
the Fourth Amendment (protection 
against unreasonable search and seiz- 
ure) and declared: “For a long time 
. « « political leaders have condemned 
the OGPU of Joe Stalin and the Ges- 
tapo of Herr Hitler. It appears to me 
that here today, in order to apprehend, 
as they say, one or two or a group of 
individuals, we are violating this pro- 
vision of our Bill of Rights. Why create 
an American OGPU or Gestapo?” 


Now Strong in G.O.P. 


Both Allen and Bender are Republi- 
cans, and they are still in the House 
today. Allen is chairman of the power- 
ful Rules Committee; Bender has an- 
nounced his candidacy for the Senate 
seat formerly held by the late Robert 
A. Taft. 


The vote was close. The Hobbs bill 
was defeated, 154 to 147. The majority 
of Democrats, following Administration 
leadership, favored it, but 60 went off 
the reservation. As for the Republicans, 
94 opposed the bill and only 34 voted 
for it. Of the Republicans who voted 
against the wire-tapping bill, the fol- 
lowing (among others) are still in Con- 
gress: 


Representatives Case, Mundt, and 
Margaret Smith, all of whom are now 
Senators; Speaker Martin; Majority 
Leader Halleck: and committee chair- 
man Allen, Chiperfield, Reed, and 
Taber. A fairly imposing list of op- 
ponents—upon whom Messrs, Eisen- 
hower and Brownell must now rely to 
pass a wire-tapping bill! 


In Wartime Also 


The story would not be fairly told, 
without mention of an odd sequel. A 
year later, in 1942, another wire-tapping 
bill was brought up. This time there 
was no contest in the House, no roll- 
call. We were at war; all the strength 
of the Administration was thrown be- 
hind the bill; and the measure itself 
was strictly a temporary war bill, lim- 
ited to the duration of the war and con- 
fined to crimes involving national de- 
fense. 


Even so, it had critics and opponents, 
who insisted at least on strict limita- 
tions and safeguards. The bill was there- 
fore held in the Judiciary Committee 
for many weeks, undergoing prolonged 
discussion and detailed revision. It did 
not pass the House until May 26. 

When the bill went to the Senate, its 
opponents easily had it bottled up in 
committee, never to emerge. 

And so, once again, we won a war 
without giving statutory encouragement 
to wiretapping. Perhaps, since then, 
circumstances have so changed that we 
should. give such encouragement to the 
dirty business now — at least Mr. 
Brownell seems to think so. And yet, 
a good deal of sense was talked on the 
floor of the House on June 30, 1941, 
and it still makes sense. It is based, 
fundamentally, on what we like to 
think of as enduring American princi- 
ples. If we trim our principles to every 
change of circumstance, pretty soon we 
may have no principles left.

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HEARING DELAYED 
FOR SUSPECT IN 
REUTHER CASE 


Prosecution Obtains 15- 
Day Delay After Key 
Witness Refuses to 
Return to U.S. 


DETROIT, Jan. 14 (AP)—The 

rosecution, admittedly stunned 

y a key witness's refusal to re- 
turn to the United States, today 
obtained a 15-day postponement 
in the pre-trial examination of 
one of four persons charged in 
the assassination attempt on 
Walter Reuther, now president 
of the CIO. 

Recorder’s Judge John P. 
Scallen granted the postpone- 
ment until Jan. 29 in the pre- 
trial examination of Carl Renda 
at the request of prosecutor 
Gerald K. O’Brien. 

O'Brien said he would be un- 
able to present his case without 
the testimony of the witness, 
Donald Ritchie, now held in 
Windsor, Ont., pending interna- 
tional extradition proceedings. 
Renda remains free under a $25,- 
000 bond. 

Joseph W. Louisell and Samuel 
L. Travis, attorneys for Renda, 
objected to the validity of 
Ritchie's testimony against the 
four defendants since he also 
has been named as a defendant. 

O’Brien hinted at his future 
plans when he said: “Ritchie can 
plead guilty and we can use him 
as a witness.” 

Ritchie balked vesterday at 
returning to Detroit to testify as 
O’Brien’s key witness. He re- 
fused to waive extradition after 
previously stating he would re- 
turn voluntarity. Ritchie eluded 
an international search for five 
days following his escape from a 
Detroit hotel Friday. 

Without Ritchie's presence 
O’Brien said he could not carry 
on his case. 

The same would be true, 
O’Brien indicated, of the extra- 
dition proceeding in Windsor 
involving Clarence Jacobs, uncle 
of Ritchie and whom the latter 
also named as a conspirator. The 
Jacobs case was scheduled also 
for today. 

Held without bond in Windsor 
on a Canadian “apprehension” 
warrant, Ritchie is not to get an 
extradition hearing until Jan. 21. 
This stymied the other two 
cases. 

Both apparent stalemates de- 
veloped within hours after 
Ritchie and his common-law 
wife, Betty White, gave up sep- 
arately to provincial police at 
Preston, Ont., 150 miles north- 
east of Detroit. 

The two financed themselves 
with $5000 reward money paid 
by the CIO United Auto Work- 
ers union for Ritchie’s story to 
police of the plot against union 
president Reuther’s life. 

Ritchie named Renda, 35, and 
Jacobs, 48, along with Peter 
Lombardo, 51, Leavenworth 
penitentiary inmate. and Santo 
(Sam) Perrone, 56, father-in-law 
of Renda, as conspirators. Per- 

-rone remains at large.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (AP) 
—Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway said 
today Pentagon leaders do not 
see any evidence that the Com- 
munists intend to renew hostili- 
ties in Korea. 

Ridgway, tne Army Chief of 
Staff, was formerly supreme 
commander of Allied powers in 
the Far East. 

He told the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee that the 


planned withdrawal of two 
United States divisions from 
South Korea would not weaken 
the American position but would 
provide greater flexibility of. 
action. 


Army Robert T. Stevens appear- | 
ed before the committee to urge | 
Senate ratification of a mutual 
defense pact negotiated with 
Korea. 
On Troop Realignment. 

Stevens also told the group 
that realignment of United 
States forces to give them 
greater mobility and flexibility 
would strengthen the nation’s 
hand in seeking a Korean peace. 

He made the statement after 
Senator Humphrey (Dem.), Min- 
nesota, expressed concern over 
the proposed withdrawal of the 
two divisions from Korea and 
the Navy’s announcement yes- 
terday that it would lay up 50. 
warships. 

“Are we strengthening our. 


by premature weakening of our 
over-all military position in Ko- 
rea?” Humphrey asked. 

Stevens replied he was nat 
familiar with the details of th 
Navy cutback, but he said that 
“very substantial naval forces 
are being maintained in Far 
Eastern waters.” 

He said that “at the bargain- 
ing table, by improving our mo- 
bility and flexibility, we'll be 
in a stronger position to move 
in whatever direction we have 
to move.”

DOOLITTLE SAYS RUSSIA

though the United States now 
has air-atomic superiority over 
Russia, it is “extremely likely” 
that the Soviet Union is ahead 


of this country in developing

S every woman knows, there 
A is no happier situation than 
one which enables her to 
ractice thrift without suffer- 
ng. Economy can be grim or it 
can be fun, depending upon the 
circumstances. Question that 
statement? All right, let's see. 
Granted it is grim when we 
must buy a cheap suit because 
we can't afford another. But 
isn’t it one of life’s brighter 
moments when you find a really 
good suit in your size which 
can be bought for a song in a 
clearance sale” 


The same principle applies to 
almost every facet of life. Econ- 
omizing on the food bill cer- 
tainly is no fun when it means 
that we must eat foods we don't 
enjoy, and which we know will 
bring forth sighs and grimaces 
from the family. 


But at the present time we 
are in the enviable position of 
finding many popular foods, and 
ones which rate so high nu- 
tritionally that they are “musts” 
for healthful diets, listed among 
the plentiful foods. And of 
course when a food makes the 
“plentiful” list, it means that it 
is an excellent buy. 


Take chicken, as an example. 
There is a sure-to-please item, 
and one which is tops on the 
“good buy” list for January. 
And its by-product, eggs. It is 
estimated that during 1954 we 
will eat approximately 410 eggs 
per person. This is the month 
when they are most plentiful 
and are exceptionally high in 
quality—as a matter of fact, 
a large percentage of them are 
grading out A and AA at the 
present time. Also, they are run- 
ning heavy on the large sizes. 
So think of all the delectable 
dishes in which eggs are the 
most important ingredient, and 
get on that egg band wagon.

MEANY CRITICIZES

Meany charged that the spe- 
cial 10-man committee is stacked 
with “big business representa- 
tives whose main interest is to 
relieve employers of taxes nec- 
essary to pay the costs of the 
program.” 

Meany made public letters he 
wrote to Clarence FE. Manion, 
chairman of the inter-govern- 
mental relations commission, 
and to Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell. 

Manion announced the make- 
up of the study committee on 
Monday. It is headed by Clar- 
ence A. Jackson, president of 
the American United Life In- 
surance Co. of Indianapolis. 

Meany asserted that Jackson 
“has long been associated with 
efforts to destroy the federal- 
state character” of the unem- 
ployment insurance program. 

The AFL, in a statement ac- 
companying Meany’s criticism, 
said the lone labor representa- 
tive on the study committee, 
George A. Haberman, president 
of the Wisconsin State Federa- 
tion of Labor, announced his 
resignation from the group yes- 
terday. It said Habe.man re-

My picture looks as though the eyes would be bloodshot 
“#? it had been taken in color. I look quite sad. Possibly a

I am six feet and 0 inches. I am built like a halfback. 
Mr. Dulles did not put this last part on my passport. I guess 
there was not room enough. 

I am blond and blue-eyed. I have no distinguishihg 
‘marks or features. My passport makes me sound like a very 
ordinary individual. Something like the description given by 
patrons just after the holdup of the supermarket. 

I was born in Chicago. On a date which I confide only 
to Mr. Dulles. 

My occupation is “newspaper man.” On my application, 
I put down “journalist.” A journalist is a newspaper man 
with spats. Mr. Dulles reduced me to the ranks. 
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~- THIS IS MY STATUS with the Department of State. 
‘When traveling in disturbed areas of the world, I am re- 
quested to keep in touch with the nearest American diplo- 
matic or consular offices. 
This is a disturbing thought. From my point of view,

My old passport is clipped at the edges and pin-pricked 
with the word “canceled.”

Many Good Recipes Available for This Characteristic American Dish

yw HAVE a request for a recipe 
for baked beans, which is 


like a request for directions 
on how to make a dress. There 
was a time when baked beans 
meant, I suppose, New England 
baked beans. But now there are 
more variations of this wonder- 
ful dish than there are of penny 
ante poker, and while some of 
them may not be so hot, a lot 
a are good. As good as

The baked bean, as it was 
prepared in New England for 
is a really 
characteristic American dish. In 
early days baking of beans, like 
bread, was done twice a week, 
usually Wednesday and Satur- 
day. The beans that were baked 
Saturday were eaten over 
the weekend, because they didn’t 
do any cooking on Sunday. In 
many New England homes baked 
beans brown still

From there you proceed like 
this, and this recipe is Proper 


Bostonian: 


Wash a pound of dried pea 
beans and let them soak over- 


night in two quarts of water. 
Next morning bring them to a 
boil, cover them and let them 
cook a half hour or until the 
skins break open when you blow 
on them. Drain them and put 
them in a bean pot or casserole. 

Scald a half pound of salt 
pork and cut off the rind. Make 
several deep gashes across the 
top. Put a small onion and a 
half a bay leaf down in the 
middle of the beans and the 
salt pork on top. Push the pork 
down so it’s level with the top 
of the beans.

Now mix two tablespoons of 
brown sugar, a fourth of a cup 
of molasses, a teaspoon of salt 
and a teaspoon of dry mustard 
with a cup of boiling water and 
pour it over the beans. Then 
add enough boiling water to 
come up just level with the 
beans. Cover the dish and bake 
in a slow oven for four to five 
hours. If you're not worried 
about the gas bill, let them 
cook eight hours. It’s worth 
it. Add more boiling water 
from time to time so the beans 
are always moist. Take the 


cover off the last half hour to 
brown them on top. That puts 
you right in Boston, the home 
of the bean and the cod, etc., 
etc.

F you don’t want to start 

from scratch you can make a 

reasonable facsimile with 
canned beans. Get beans with 
no tomato flavoring at all. Put 
two cans in a casserole and add 
the salt pork as above. Mix 
together a teaspoon of dry mus- 
tard, a tablespoon of molasses 
and half a cup of hot water and 


pour this over the beans. Put 
a whole onion near the top and 
bake the beans uncovered for 
about 45 minutes in a moderate 
oven,

LOT of people not only like 
their baked beans sweet, but 
they like tomato flavor also. 

Here's a recipe for honey baked 
beans w takes care of this 
situation nicely. 

Proceed as for Boston baked 
beans with a couple of cups of 
dried beans. After soaking and 
pre-cooking, 

Now put a half pound of fried 
bacon in a casserole and add the 
beans. In a cup and a half of 
the bean liquid, mix a teaspoon 
of salt, a teaspoon of dry mus- 
tard, a teaspoon of ginger, three- 
fourths of a cup of honey and 
one and a half tablespoons of 
diced onion. Add this to the 
beans. Then mix half a cup of 
catsup with half a cup of bean 
liquid and pour this over the 
works. Bake the beans three to 
four hours, adding liquid as 
needed. Take the cover off the 
last half hour. 

* * * 

N Scandinavian countries they 

often add beer to their baked 

beans with, believe it or not, 
excellent results. Like this: 


Soak the beans overnight and 
fin the morning drain them and 
cook them with a half pound of 
salt pork in enough water to 
cover them. Cook them until 
they’re tender which should 
take about an hour and a half. 
Take out the salt pork and cut 
it in cubes. 

Now put the pork cubes back 
in the beans. Then add one and 
a half teaspoons of salt, three 
tablespoons of diced onion, a 
teaspoon of dry mustard, three 
tablespoons of brown sugar and 
three tablespoons of dark mo- 
lasses. Mix it all well and pour 
it in a big, greased casserole. 

Now add enough beer to cover 
the beans, which will be a cup 
or so. Cover and bake in a 
moderate oven for an hour and 
a half, stirring a couple of times 
during the baking. You'll like it.

F your roof leaks and you

Plaster, you 
know, can't get along with water 
for too long without becoming 
soft. So anyway, that gets us 
around to what can be done to 
a plaster ceiling that is falling 
down piece by piece. 

For our money your best bet 
is to remove any loose or weak 
plaster that has not as yet let 
go of the lath and apply some 
sort of building board to form a 
new ceiling. You can use just 
about any sort of board for this 

— plywood, insulating 
+ yl a board. What you 
must first do, of course, is to 
get some sort of nailing base for 
the new ceiling material. You 
can, naturally, fasten the new 
ceiling to the ceiling framework 
in back of the plaster and lath 
but this is not always so easy 
to locate. For our money you 
are better off to install strips 
of 1x3 inch over the old ceiling 
and fasten the new one to these 
strips. 

The 1x3-inch strips should be 
spaced 16 inches on center and 
should run at right angles to the

ceiling framework. Be sure that 
they are adequately fastened in 
place. If the ceiling is uneven, 
you can make the new one level 
by shimming under the 1x3-inch 
strips. If they are level, then 
your new ceiling will also be

HERE’S no doubt about it: 
T The current drouth has re- 

duced Creve Coeur lake, in 
trolley car days of fond memory 
a popular St. Louis county rec- 
reational spot, to a mere shadow 
of its former self. 

The lake, which lies in the 
nearby Missouri river’s overflow 
basin, has had both floods and 
drouths in years past, but it’s 
doubtful if it ever hit such a low 
ebb as it has now. Where ac- 
counts of 1915 speak of depths 
of 25 feet in places, the current 
average depth is given as 18 
inches. In later years the nor- 
~— depth has been about three 
eet. 

Present lake level is hardly 
enough for a boy’s toy navy—a 
far cry from the time when two 
large motor launches crashed 
while taking passengers from the 
east to west banks. The pilot of 
one of the boats was killed, and 
the ensuing protests led to 
stricter regulation of boats on 
the lake in the interests of 
safety. 

In the early 1900s the lake 
was a popular rustic playground, 
with boating, racing, picnicking 
and an amusement park attract- 
ing visitors from St. Louis. In 
the winter, ice was cut from the 
surface in blocks 14 inches thick 
and shipped to the city in freight 
cars. 

The lake, located in the west- 
ern part of the county near the 
Howard Bend waterworks, was 
once a mile wide and two miles 
long. Now it is only about half 
that size. 

Despite its present state, it 
can't be counted out yet as a 
scenic attraction. Reclamation of 
the lake at a cost of $500,000 is 
one of the measures contem- 
plated under the $44,732,500 
bond issue for St. Louis county 
to be voted on Feb. 9. 

What is planned, says J. Eu- 
gene Auchly, member of the St. 
Louis County Parks and Rec- 
reation Advisory Board is ac- 
tion to raise the water level and 
at the same time prevent silting. 

A villain in the act, he asys, 
is Creve Coeur creek, which 
feeds in at the south end of the 
lake. In times of heavy rain it 
not only has brought in water,

but too much mud and debris. 
To avoid this some of the 
money would be used to divert 
this flow into the Missouri river. 

A gate at the lake’s outlet and 
a concrete sluiceway would be 
built to raise the water depth 
to five feet, with 10 feet of wa- 
ter at the deepest parts. This 
much would be enough, Auchly 
thinks, to restore the lake to its 
maximum beauty,

IMILAR ideas have been ad- 
S vanced in the past and haven't 

always met with unanimous 
approval.

Missouri and St. Charles. it isn’t 
on the way to anywhere, ac- 
cording to its crities. In the 
early days when street cars and 
trains were the popular mode of 
transportation, that was no ob- 
stacle. It still is only 10 miles 
or so from University City by 
good road. 

There have always been strong 
supporters of the lake, In 1944, 
nine men active in the old Plan- 
ning County Association bought 
an adjoining 400-acre tract for 
$13,600 from the Public Service 
Co., and turned it over without 
charge to the county. It now is 
known as Creve Coeur Lake Me- 
morial Park. 


Three hundred of the acres in- 
clude the bluff on the east side 
of the lake which consistently 
has helped set the area apart. 
The street car line ended there 
and in the old days a small cable 
car gently lowered passengers 
down to the lake shore. 


What originally had been the 
DeForest wireless tower. at the 
World’s Fair was reassembled 
there as an observation tower. 
For the ambitious visitor with 
enough energy to climb to the 
top, it provided an unobstructed 
view for miles on clear days. 

The name Creve Coeur in 
French means “broken heart,” 
and there have been many the- 
ories as to how the lake got its 
name. Originally there was a 
Big Lake and a Little Lake, and 
perhaps some French’ settler, 


Care Needed 


in Broiling 


Grapefruit 
By Edith M. Barber 


OME of my friends from 
% abroad are actually shocked 

by the idea of broiling grape- 
fruit. Perhaps that is because 
this delicious fruit is seldom 
found in foreign markets and is 
considered a real luxury, to be 
treated with loving care. 

Of course, careful treatment 
is necessary when the grapefruit 
is to be served hot. The pulp 
should be loosened. Some, how- 
ever, prefer not to remove the 
center core since, when it is al- 
lowed to remain, less juice ac- 
cumulates. 

Either pink or white fruit will 
be satisfactory for broiling. The 
color of the pulp, by the way, 
has no influence on flavor. 

After the halves are prepared, 
they should be sprinkled either 
with white or brown sugar, or 
with honey. They may be dotted 
with butter, if you like. 

It is a good idea to line the 
broiler pan with foil to catch 
any sirup or juice that may over- 
flow, if the fruit is particularly 
juicy. Medium heat should be 
used, and the rack should be four 
or five inches from the flame. 

By the way—it really is worth- 
while, and not a great deal of 
trouble, to candy some of the 
peel. 

Broiled Grapefruit. 

Wash and dry grapefruit, and 
cut in halves crosswise. Remove 
seeds; loosen pulp in sections. 
Place fruit in baking pan, 
sprinkle each half with two table- 
spoons brown sugar, and dot with 
one-half tablespoon butter. Broil 
four inches from low broiler 
heat for about 15 minutes. 

Note: Add one tablespoon of 
wine or grape juice to each half, 
if desired. 

Candied Grapefruit Peel. _ 

Peel of two grapefruit, one 
cup water, 2 cups sugar. 

Cover peel with cold water and 
bring to a boil. Boil 15 minutes. 
Drain and repeat process. Scrape 
out inner. white portion. Cut 
peel in thin strips with scissors. 
Combine water and sugar; cook, 
stirring constantly, until the 
sugar is dissolved. Then cook 
until soft-ball (238 degrees) is 
reached. Add peel and cook 
slowly for 20 minutes, until most 
of the sirup has evaporated. 
Drain in a coarse sieve. - Roll 
peel, a few pieces at a time, in 
granulated sugar. 

Note: If a more moist peel is 
desired, add two tablespoons 
light corn sirup in making the 
sirup.

viewing them from the bluff, de- 
cided that they did indeed re- 
semble a broken heart. 

In the 1940s, a rash of letters 
to the editor developed on the 
subject with theories ranging 
from anguish over floods to a 
legend about an Indian princess 
and a water monster. 

During the lake’s heyday as a 
recreational spot, whole families 
boarded street car or train for 
what was then a journey into 
the country. The Creve Coeur 
Yacht Club was an important 
organization. 

Then time ran out, In 1934, 
the Public Service Co. wrote 
finis to the amusement park. 
Samuel W. Greenland, then gen- 
eral manager, said fewer than 
20 picnickers a day had ridden 
the cars to the lake in recent 
years. Good roads and the au- 
tomobile ended the popularity 
of the grounds, he said. 


* . * 


OWN with what was left of 
Dine amusement park came the 

observation tower. Finally, the 
street car tracks were abandoned 
all the way to the Delmar loop, 
ending one of the best transpor- 
tation bargains of all times. Un- 
til the end came it was possible 
to ride from within sight of the 
Missouri river to within sight of 
the Mississippi downtown for 24 
cents. 


Railroads, too, shared in the 
passenger traffic before automo- 
biles took it away. The Missouri 
Pacific completed its line to the 
lake in 1891 and crews at one 
time “tied up” there for the 
night, making use of a nearby 
hotel if they wished. 

The Forest Park & Central 
Railroad Co., incorporated in 
1877, built a commuter line from 
Forsythe Junction to Creve 
Coeur. 

The 16-mile property was con- 
verted from narrow to standard 
gauge in 1881 and later became 
part of what is now the Rock 
Island. 

The Missouri Pacific in the 
golden days started its last train 
of the day for St. Louis at 9:30 
p.m., on Sunday, at least. Fred 
E. Purcell, 1372 Louisville ave- 
nue, a retired conductor, started

work on the branch in 1908 as a 
brakeman. He recalis that much 
of the 11-mile line from its junc- 
tion with the main line in Web- 
ster Groves, went through what 
was then rustic and undeveloped 
country. He helped work the 
trains carrying ice, a type of 
traffic he thinks ended about 
1913. Cutting and loading was 
handled by the old Polar Wave 
Co.

URCELL also remembers that 

P ben F. Bush, then Missouri 

Pacific president, had a farm 
in the area. He says Bush would 
stop inbound througn freight 
trains from the west at Lake 
Junction and have a waiting en- 
gine take off cars of stock for 
his farm. 

The railroad abandoned the 
segment of the line nearest the 
lake years ago. The Rock Is- 
land still runs west of the lake. 


The current shrinkage of the 
water level had one surprising 
result. It directly brought on 
one of the largest fishing expe- 
ditions in recent years in the 
county, although not the larg- 
est ever recorded for the lake. 

Because of a fear that a se- 
vere freeze would kill them any- 
way, conservation officials let 
down the bars on removing buf- 
falo, carp, channel cat and other 
varieties of fish. Anything went 
except dynamiting and wading 
after them. And it definitely 
proved one thing. There were 
plenty there. In about two days 
two tons of fish were removed. 


This set oldtimers to check- 
ing records and they came up 
with the account in 1913 when 
8000 pounds of fish were taken 
out in short order by a 900-foot 
seine. The work was done for 
United Railways to feed em- 
ployes at a three-day picnic.

West's opening heart lead 
knocked out dummy’s ace and 
simultaneously created quite a 
problem for declarer. Obviously, 
he could not afford to draw 
trumps without regard to his 
side-suit losers, and suit-estab- 
lishment was not easy because 
of the lack of communication 
between the hands. 


After a protracted huddle 
South led the diamond king from 
the board. West won, and fear- 
ing the diamond suit, shifted to 
clubs to take out that entry. 
The club ace was put up and 
the diamond jack was led. East 
won, cashed the club king, and 
then, knowing from West's club 
plays that South was now out 
of the suit, shifted to trumps 
to prevent heart ruffing. This 
defense was not effective, how- 
ever, because South won the 
trick, ruffed one heart, dis- 
carded his last heart on the 
diamond ten, then ruffed a club 
and drew trumps. 


Now observe the outcome if 
South had led even one trump, 
so as to return a diamond to- 
ward the tenace in dummy. West 
would duck, second hand, and 
even if South guessed correctly 
and put up the king, it would 
do him no good because the de- 
fenders would get in very soon 
to ftke out dummy’s last trump, 
preventing a heart ruff. Thus, 
South would win only six trump 
tricks, one heart, the diamond 
king and the club ace.

My Day 
A Visit to 


Kent State 
University

7 CHICAGO, 

UESDAY morning we went 
z to Kent State University 

at Kent, O. Our first stop 
was the office of the president, 
George A. Bowman, and from 
there we went directly to the 
gymnasium. 

This is a big building and 
the president estimated that 
it held about 6000 people. In 
any case, if the microphone 
had not been there I would 
have been seriously troubled 
about whether my voice could 
reach into the far corners of 
the building. Apparently how- 
ever, I was easily heard, for 
the audience was attentive and 


practically no one moved 
about. 

They did not attempt to 
have questions at the end of 
my talk, so before I met the 
press later, we drove around 
the campus and visited the 
health center. This is very 
well-equipped, has a small 
operating room for minor ail- 
ments and very pleasant bed- 
rooms. upstairs. There are 
three women doctors employed 
under a doctor who started 
the whole idea of a health 
center. 

All the students’ health 
records are kept here and he 
told me that they usually saw 
each student four times dur- 
ing every semester. If stu- 
dents were in need of rem- 
edial work of any kind they 
would give them that atten- 
tion. Any polio cases who had 
exercises to do were exercised 
in the pool or in any other 
way that had been prescribed.

WHEN WE REACHED the 
room in which the press con- 
ference was to be held ‘there 
were a few photographers 
present and some members of 
the Akron press, but it was 
largely a student press con- 
ference and there were even 
some quite youthful school 
children present. The ques- 
tions were somewhat slow in 
coming but eventually those 
who wanted to ask questions 
had all done so and we left 
for the hall where lunch was 
served, after which half an 
hour was allotted to a ques- 
tion period.

school but now gives a full 
liberal arts course. They have 
a special course preparing 
teachers for kindergarten and 
elementary work as well as 
for the other grades and they 
make a specialty of preparing 
laboratory technicians and en- 
gineers’ assistants. 


Ohio State University at 
Columbus has the advanced 
graduate courses but the 
courses given at Kent fill the 
needs of a great many young 
people. In their home eco- 
nomics course they have a 
practice house in which six 
students live during each se- 
mester. This reminds me of 
Cornell and I asked if they 
took care of a baby, but I 
was told that only occasionally 
could they get one into their 
clutches,

THE MAYOR of Akron pre- 
sented me with a key to the 
city and in addition he had 
seen to it that I was properly 
watched over on the roads and 
in the hotel. I kept trying to 
explain that I am not. accus- 
tomed to this kind of treat- 
ment and do not in any way 
require it, but as long as it 
was available there was noth- 
ing I could do but be truly 
grateful for the care and great 
courtesy of all the young men 
who watched over me prac- 
tically every minute from the 
time I arrived in Akron. 


We came back to the hotel 
after lunch and the question 
period following it and I did 
a column, read the paper and 
prepared to return to Kent 
for a dinner which had been 
arranged in a private home.

A boy doesn't analyze, doesn't 
inquire into motives; he fol- 
lows his leader, right or 
wrong.

THIS IS one place where the 
mathematical principle that 
the whole is equal to the sum 
of its parts does not apply at 
all. Put three boys together 
and you get a lot more than

THE CURFEW is also nec- 
essary for the protection of 
society.

Boys have always 
been destructive, some atavis- 
tie urge makes them love to 
see a fire or a wreck or a 
fight; perhaps it is a need for 
drama. But the wanton delib- 
erate destruction of the last 
few years is unusual. 


The poor boy. is not the most | 
guilty of the new vandalism. | 


One hears of gangs of wealthy 
children who have been driv- 


ing around the county and de- 
stroying property, and the po- 
lice complain that they get no 
co-operation from parents 
whom they inform of the de- 
struction. 

The curfew is necessary for 
the protection of society be- 
cause these young people be- 
long to the nation; they are 
its real wealth, its secret 
weapon, more valuable than 
all the oil, aluminum, gold and 
steel put together, the one re- 
source without which all these 
material things would be use- 
less. We cannot afford to 
waste a generation. We should 
be throwing our whole future 
out of the window. We need 
these young people as &@ con- 
structive force. 

Besides, we can’t afford to 
absorb them as a destructive 
force. Each boy or girl who 
goes wrong is an ulcer in s0- 
ciety, poisoning the whole 
group. Our civilization is 
thereby weakened, just as a 
human body is weakened 
through infection. 


* * . 

THE CURFEW was an an- 
cient custom which had its 
origin in the need of society 
for protection. The word is a 
corruption of “couvre feu,” 
which referred to covering the 
fires at night. When the cur- 
few sounded, all decent folk 
were expected to cover the 
fire on the hearth and go to 
bed. Anybody seen wandering 
abroad was suspected of no 
good. 

Today more than ever be- 
fore we need the protection 
of the curfew.
